“Jack  Bean”  or  a mere  flowering  vine.  They  are  a Perennial,  although 
under  favorable  conditions  they  may  crop  the  season  they  are  planted,  but  as 
a rule  a perennial  will  not  crop  until  the  following  season.  Do  not  pass 
judgment  on  the  look  of  the  seed  or  the  vine,  w^ait  until  you  see  and  try  the 
Beans.
